A battery of police officials 
from

Dahl testified that hard times 
cam e upon his fam ily in Oct. 
1962 when they were living in 
Philadelphia. His wife, became 
ill, Dahl said, and he had to quit 
his job to look after her. 


One night when he was drink­ 
ing with some “ cronies,” Dahl 
said, one of them tipped him on 
Bristol Township. Dahl said he 
served six years for arm ed rob­ 
bery in Philadelphia and as a 


consequence he no longer had 
’• e for guns. 


Dahl 
began 
operations 
the 


sam e month that he moved to 
Bristol 
Township 
- 
March 
of 


last year. He was arrested by 
Bristol Township police last Feb. 
16 a s he was in the act of clean­ 
ing out a cleaning establishment. 


“ I only wanted to get $2,000 


or 
$3,000 
ah ead,” 
Dahl 
said. 
“ but I found it was easier to 
steal than to work.” 


Judge Beckert said that he 
admired Dahl’s frankness. “ You 
are the first to adm it that you 
are a professional,” the judge 
said. “ You are going to pay for 
it.”

WASHINGTON (U P D -E m ^ r - 
gency negotiations to settle the 
strike-threatening national rail 
road 
dispute continued 
today 
under the watchful eyes of the 
White House. 


The five mediators named by 
President Johnson were to meet 
with representatives of the rail 
road 
operating 
unions 
in 
a 
morning 
session, 
then 
confer 
with negotiators for the nation’s 
railroads in the afternoon. They 
are to make no public state­ 
m ents during the course of the 
negotiations. 


Johnson wants his mediators 
to give him a progress report 
by next Wednesday. Bargaining 
sessions were planned for right 
through the weekend and every 
day 
necessary 
thereafter, 
ei­ 
ther at the White House or the 
nearby Executive Office Build­ 
ing. 


The 
President, 
deeply 
con­ 
cerned at the outcome of the 
talks, was reported to be deter­ 
mined to get an agreem ent in 


the five-year-old dispute before 
the 15-day no-strike truce ex­ 
pires April 25. 


The Chief E xecutive opened 
the talks Friday, dangling be­ 
fore the railroads and the un­ 
ions the “ carrot” of a new era 
of labor peace in the industry 
if they should agree, but follow­ 
ing that up with the “ stick” of 
an 
u n s p e c i f i e d 
govern­ 
ment 
crackdown 
if 
they 
do 
not. 


The 
outlook 
for 
agreement 
was considered good by John­ 
son and other top labor depart­ 
ment officials. They realize that 
legislation is the only way to 
block 
a 
crippling 
nationwide 
strike if there is no agreement 
but they want to soft-pedal this 
alternative at this point to con­ 
centrate on some hard bargain 
ing. 


The President and other offi­ 
cials involved were said to be­ 
lieve that if three or four ma 
joe issues—pay structure, work 
jurisdiction, overtime and the 


like—can be solved, another de­ 
lay will be arranged to clean 
up the rest of the problems. 
These issues are not regarded 
as insoluble and answ ers have 
been found in other bargaining 
situations.

A crack which has split the

Board of Supervisors was pub­ 
licly visible last night as the 
supervisors argued on a rezon­ 
ing petition. 


The crack is caused by the un­ 
certainty of some supervisors 
and other township Republicans 
as to if and when supervisor 
Ja m e s L. Cahill intends to re­ 
sign. 
Republican 
Cahill, 
long 
the most controversial figure on 
the board, has been under fire 
by some Republicans who be­ 
lieve his job, which he took last 
October, will 
require 
him 
to 


move from the township to Ro­ 
chester, N.Y. 


The argument last night cen­ 
tered on a request from E gar 
and Alberta Reed, who have an 
auto body shop at the intersec­ 
tion of the Superhighway and 
Hulmeville Road in Parkland. 


A sks Rezoning 


Reed requested that property 
which he owns on another corn­ 
er of the intersection be rezon­ 
ed from residential to com m er­ 
cial so that he can build a new 
business there. His present busi­ 
ness will be torn down, since 
the land has been condemned 
for widening the Superhighway. 
One of the other two corners of 
the intersection is zoned resi­ 


dential and the fourth is zoned 
for a shopping center. 


Cahill charged last night that 
to rezone the land com mercial 
would be 
“ spot 
zoning” 
and 
would not 
conform 
with 
the 
township’s comprehensive plan. 
He said he disagreed with the 
planning 
com m ission’s 
claim 
that residential zoning along a 
limited access highway is “ un­ 
desirable.”

A group of interested citizens 
founded the Morrisville Library 
in 1904. In an attem pt to pro­ 
mote its growth, several of the 
borough residents sponsored taf- 
fy-pulls and other fund-raising 
events. 
Despite these efforts, the de­ 
velopment of the library came 
to a standstill in 1909. Sixteen 
years later, the Reverend Sea- 
ver Holden of 
the 
Episcopal 
Church prompted efforts to re­ 
establish the library. Space in 
the community house was pro­ 
vided for the collection of books 
donated by the Episcopal So­ 
ciety and the library was in­ 
corporated as the Morrisville 
F ree 
Library 
Association 
in 
1925. 
The library was maintained 
through the efforts of the church 
until the Morrisville Women’s 
Club assumed the operational 
responsibilities in 1948. The libr­ 
ary was financed with donations 
from the women’s clubs and 
money received from door-<o- 
door campaigns.

A new argument in favor of ed­ 
ucational television, which Bucks 
County would do well to study, has 
come to the fore from Washington 
County, Maryland. 


It is this: Educational TV pays 
for itself. 


Washington County, county seat 
Hagerstown, has had a county-wide 
teaching TV system on a six-chai> 
nel closed circuit network since 
1956, with the first five years fi­ 
nanced by a grant from the Ford 
Foundation and the county under­ 
writing the bill since then. 
Total cost per year for transmit­ 
ting 25 lessons a day to all county 
schools comes to $250,000, a nice, 
round sum. 


However, School Superintendent 
William M. Brish has found that 
the system saves at least that 
much by enabling the county to re­ 
deploy personnel and facilities and 
relieve the shortage of teachers 
and classroom space. 


What s more, Brish says, 
to 
make available to the students all 
of the extras that are offered on 
the network, the county would have 
to spend a cool $1,000,000 per year. 


Expanded courses in science at all 
levels, advanced mathematics for 
senior high school, foreign lang­ 
uage instruction in junior h i g h 
school and art, music and French 
in elementary school all are avail­ 
able because of this system. 


Even 
more 
important, 
pupil 
achievement h a s made “signifi­ 
cant improvement” because of TV, 
Brish says. Through a combination 
of classroom and picture tube in­ 
struction, fifth-grade pupils 
last 
year covered what normally would 
he two years of mathematics in 
only nine months. 


Maryland has a county school 
system and is not cursed with the 
multifarious, divergent and vary­ 
ing independent systems which 
have proved to be a bottleneck 
around Pennsylvania schools. 


There is no reason, however, 
why the 13 districts Bucks County 
is to have by 1966 couldn’t band to­ 
gether for such a project. So far, 
only Morrisville has gone in for 
educational TV in this area. In 
view of this optimistic report, and 
many others, the idea deserves se­ 
rious and objective study. 


New Problems For Old 


Authorities on children, 
their 
education and their health, agree 
unanimously that almost every 
emotionally disturbed child is in 
sincere need of the special treat­ 
ment that is available only at a 
day school. 
With such a need so thoroughly 
established, it is difficult to 
see 
why Lower Bucks County’s only 
such facility, the Valley Day School 
in Woodside, has had to struggle 
for its very existence these past 
six years and at present is facing 
its most critical problem. 
The building this school occupies 
now has been put on the market by 
the Lower Makefield Township 
school board. Sufficient money to 
purchase the building is not readily 
available. The school does not 
know where it can go, what it can 
do and what will happen to the 26 
children under its supervision who 


well could lose their greatest op­ 
portunity to regain their full health. 
The Valley Day School already 
has had to operate from four dif­ 
ferent locations. Just last year it 
faced the loss of $20,000 in state 
funds because of a red-tape snafu 
in Harrisburg which finally was 
straightened out. One trouble has 
followed another. 
Pennsylvania’s 
n e w 
Eastern 
States School in Bensalem Town­ 
ship cares for emotionally disturb­ 
ed children who must be hospital­ 
ized on an in-patient basis. But 
hospitalization would be a handi­ 
cap to most such children. The 
day school fills a very definite 
need. 
Both state and county and, in­ 
deed, everyone who may be in­ 
volved, should see that the prob­ 
lems of this institution are at least 
mitigated as much as possible. 


What's The Time? 


The Post Office Department, 
whose annual operating deficits 
are as regular an event as the 
blossoming of the cherry trees 
around the Tidal Basin, is usually 
fair game for criticism concerning 
its service to the public. 
Yet one recent innovation by the 
department has gone virtually un­ 
noticed. Beginning February I, the 
department stopped putting t h e 
mailing time inside the little post­ 
mark circle. 
Rep. Abner W. Sibal, Connecti­ 
cut Republican, is about the only 
person in or out of government 
has questioned this move. In 
a letter to the Christian Science 
Monitor, the congressman states 
that the timed postmark was not 
only a traditional service to the 


public but also an important aid 
to many businesses and in many 
legal processes, as well as a ne­ 
cessity for election officials vali­ 
dating 
absentee ballots 
(which 
must 
be 
mailed 
by 
specified 
times). 
One also wonders what mail-con- 
test judges will do when, in the 
event of a tie, “the entry with the 
earliest postmark will be the win­ 
ner.” 
Rep. Sibal protested to the Post 
Office Department “to no avail” 
and could not even find out how 
much money the alleged economy 
move was supposed to save. 
When a member of the U. S. 
Congress is frustrated and reduced 
to writing letters to the editor, what 
of the rest of us? 


flow To Write Letters 


A recent survey indicates that 
five per cent of all business letters 
are written to correct errors and 
omissions in previous correspond­ 
ence. 
As serious as this may be, there 
is at least the consolation that the 
errors have been caught and cor­ 
rected. 
Of even greater concern is the 
fact that far too many business 
letters are cold, impersonal, am­ 
biguous and distressingly lacking 


in anything likely to bring about a 
warm and friendly relationship be­ 
tween writer and recipient. 
Some people have the gift of 
writing better letters than others. 
But it would seem that almost any 
businessman of good will could and 
would write a sincere, friendly, in­ 
formative letter that would convey 
his message clearly and pleasant­ 
ly. 
It’s an inexpensive way to win 
business instead of lose it. It’s 
worth a little extra effort.

The sergeant told him that he would 
have to obtain a written release from 
a nearby office. The Negro left, walked 
around the building, smoked a cigarette, 
then took a piece of paper from his 
pocket and returned to the jail. 


Waving the paper as he strode past 
the sergeant, he went into the cell arca 
and demanded the release of the “ rebel 
dog.” A jailer unlocked the door. The 
Negro spied his prisoner, cursed him, 
beat him and pushed him out of the jail 
into a waiting car. 


Instead of driving to an execution site, 
however, the Negro and his charge sped 
off to a coastal - area rendezvous with a 
ship which took the condemned m an to 
safety in Florida. 


Approximately 80 of the na­ 
tions here are am ong the have­ 
nots.

session he dem anded sweeping 
trade and aid concessions from 
the industrial nations, including 
high, artificial price levels for 
com m odities produced prim ar­ 
ily in the Southern Hemisphere.

Soviet spokesm an administered 
a further blow when he cam e 
forth with only vague prom ises 
of an eight-fold increase in So­ 
viet trade by 1980.

This story cam e to light in a detailed, 
53-page report released by the C itizens’ 
Committee for a F ree Cuba. 


The report dealt with anti - com m unist 
resistance, including sabotage and arm ­ 
ed insurrection, inside 
Fidel 
C astro’s 
f om munist - dominated Cuba during the 
past four years. 


Contents of the report were based pri­ 
m arily on Cuban governm ent sources, 
such as radio broadcasts, newspapers, 
official speeches and decrees, as well as 
eyew itness accounts from Cuban refu­ 
gees. 


Not all anti - com m unist rebels are 
lucky enough to be rescued, the report 
said. It added that Castro has reacted 
with harsh counter-m easures, including 
executions, repressive decrees and oth­ 
er form s of terror. He also has set up 
traveling courtrooms called “ mobile tri­ 
bunals.” 
These three to five - men tribunals 
speed around the island in panel trucks 
or old cars, conducting an-the-spot trials 
and som etim es executions. Castro him ­ 
self recently “testified” for more than 
four hturs in one “ m obile” trial. 


Paul D. Bethel, author of the com m it­ 
tee’s report and form er press attache 
with the U.S. E m bassy in Havana, told 
UPI the traveling tribunals serve Castro 
regim e in two w'ays: 
“ They intimidate the people in 
the 
areas where they appear,” he said, and 
“ They crush any uprising before it really 
can get started.” 
The 
courts 
are 
called 
“death-on 
w heels” by the Cubans, Bethel said. 
The report said 
terror 
tactics 
like 
these that have driven nearly five ner 
cent of the population from the island 
since 1959. 
A special section of the report pre­ 
sented eyew itness accounts of m ass in­ 
stitutionalizing of Cuban youngsters in 
state schools and deportation of others 
to com m unist countries. 
The purpose of both actions, the re­ 
port said, was to destroy Cuba’s “clo se­ 
ly knit fam ily life, to indoctrinate the 
children in Communist dogma, and to 
use their presence in state institutions 
as an implied threat against the conduct 
of their parents and relatives.” 
One 15-ycar old Cuban girl told of her 
experience in a state school: 
“They taught us nothing but how to 
love Fidel Castro and communism. T hey 
talked a great deal about Russia in the 
classes, told us that religion was a lie 
and that God did not exist. Our only 
father was Fidel Castro. Those whom we 
believed to be our parents took care of 
us only because they felt obligated to do 
so out of a guilty conscience. Castro was 
the father of all, because as we could 
see, he took care of us and fended for 
us.” 
The girl said the children were con­ 
tinually asked if they wanted to go to 


com m unist countries 
to 
study. 
Main 
were forcibly selected to go, she added. 
“As the date to leave Cuba neared,” 
she said, “ many of the girls committed 
suicide by jumping off baconies. 
“ Finally the students w ere prohibited 
from going onto the balconies, and they 
were fenced off. We were fenced in for 
four m onths, yet some of the girls man­ 
aged to jump and cripple them selves.” 
The report said that, according to the 
Cuban M inistry of Education, 2,000 Cu­ 
ban children were sent to the Soviet Un­ 
ion, 500 to Communist China, 1.000 to 
( zcchoslovakia and 500 to Romania in 
1962, w hile som e 5.000 w’ere shippped to 
Iron Curtain Countries in 1963.

M arrowbone Creek courses through a

Dante to Dali, no con- 
fector 
of 
imagined 
nightm ares 
has 
ever 
created its equal. The 
community of Hellier, 
where 
a 
handful 
of 
broken, w asted humans 
still exist, is a place

fled. 
Here 
men spend their lives 
in numb despair: wom­ 
en are held fast in the thralldom of cas­ 
ual procreation; children dwell in a for­ 
lorn apprenticeship to evil. 


In H ellier, as in much of Eastern Ken­ 
tucky, poverty ceases being a line on a 
chart and becomes a chronic wasting 
disease that kills only after a very long 
time of suffering. People who will inevit­ 
ably cry out that Marrowbone Creek is 
an isolated exam ple do not tell the truth. 
It is one of a thousand sim ilar m etastases 
sired by the cancer consum ing a great 
deal of the deprived forgotten nation of 
Appalachia. It is typical of the place 
where the war on poverty will be won or 
lost. It m ay well be a testing ground of 
our very system of governm ent itself.

This valley lies within Pike County, at 
the eastern tip of Kentucky. Its hills con­ 
tained unim aginable veins of high-qual­ 
ity bituminous coal (worked at a prodig­ 
ious rate for 40 years, the hills still hold 
tremendous reserves of m ineral wealth). 


In the beginning, the steep hillsides 
were cov ered with m agnificent hardwood 
forests, 
the like of which 
few living 
Americans have ever seen. The creek 
that tumbled along the floor of the valley 
must, at one time, have been a sight to 
gladden the heart and lift up the spirit. 
I’or m ilienia 
God’s 
handiwork 
here 
slept undisturbed. It could have been one 
of the fairest prospects the eye of man 
ever dwelt upon when man first walked 
into the valley. It remained untroubled 
for another two centuries — until the 
black gold hidden beneath its soil was 
discovered. Then the fast-talking agents 
for the m ining companies combed the 
sparse 
m ountain 
settlem ents, 
buying 
mineral and timber rights from the de- 
M onriants of the pre-Revolutionary stock 
that had settled the land. 


Next cam e the railroad builders, and 
when the first huge locust tree was felled 
lo Provide crossties, the sham eful rape 
of Marrowbone Creek and its countless 
counterparts had begun. 


Since that time, an estim ated $300 mil- 
hon to $500 million worth of coal has 
been hauled out of this valley. The trees 
are all gone. first for railroad ties and 
later to fill the insatiable hunger for 
mine tim bers. The very earth itself has 
been gouged aw ay from the hillside by 
the strip m iners, certainly the m ost pred­ 
atory specim ens of a predatory species. 
tthat is left is a vision of desolation 
that wrings a cry of anguish from the 
heart. 


« i? ? e « reek 
is a sullen cauldron of 
filth 
Here in Eastern Kentucky trucks 
haul coal, 
not refuse. The traditional 
means of disposing of m m e-cam p waste 
is to throw it into the nearest water­ 
way. And 
the 
household 
rubbish 
that 
chokes M arrowbone Creek is nothing to 
the tons of spoil from the strip mines 
that have profaned it. The creek is a 
noisome sew er, but it is wholly appropri­ 
ate to the com m unity it serves. 


On the eve of his 75th birthday, Chap­ 
lin made clear in his beautiful m an­ 
sion, “Mkoir du Ban" overlooking the 
Lake of Geneva, that w hatever else he 
might do in the future, he would cer­ 
tainly not retire. 


He had just com pleted his autobiog­ 
raphy, scheduled to appear in the au­ 
tumn, summing up a life that began in 
poverty and went on to great wealth and 
fam e — as well as tribulations with poli­ 
tics, taxes and women. 


He is writing a com edy film for his 
son (by a former m arriage) Sydney and 
he m ay even direct it. At the sam e 
tim e he is considering a com edy role 
in another film. 


“ Who knows?” he says. “I might put 
on the old bowler hat and baggy trous- 
e is again if the right Idea cam e along.” 
Chaplin put them on for the first t<me, 
quite by accident, when he was work­ 
ing as a janitor in a London m usic hall, 
hoping to follow his parents, who were 
both m usic hall entertainers, on t h e 
stage. The star com edian fell ill and the 
m anager begged Chaplin to do a turn. 
I his comedian was a big man and his 
shoes and clothes were too big for Chap­ 
lin, but his head was sm aller and his hat 
perched on the janitor’s 
thick, 
wavy 
black hair. 


The turn was a 
great 
success 
arid 
Chaplin had found a character as well 
a career. 
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iSome of the m em entoes of that ca­ 
reer are around him in the home in 
which he lives with his fourth wife, who 
is 35 years his junior. 


“ I should be ashamed of m yself to 
have such young kids,” he confided to 
a visitor, “ but the more the m errier.” 
Chaplin’s secret seem s to be work and 
the sound of laughter and the noise of 
children at play. He credits the sim ple 
life in vSwitzerland and his young fam ­ 
ily with giving him the inspiration to 
go on and on with new ideas and proj­ 
ects. 


Age docs not appear to slow him down 
visibly, although Chaplin seem s to have 
become more peaceful and less contro­ 
versial in his public utterances. A 1954 
winner of the Stalin peace prize, ne has 
refrained 
from controversial 
political 
statem ents in recent past years. 


The Swiss, who at one tim e w ere fir­ 
ing broadsides at their guest for 
his 
political opinions, are talking 
now of 
making him an honorary citizen. 
Chaplin’s current line of thinking, his 
friends say, is still the sam e that he set 
forth in a statem ent on his 79th birth­ 
day: That all nuclear weapons should be 
banned and ‘ all international differences 
settled at the conference table.” 


Chaplin settled in Switzerland 12 years 
ago and paid $220,000 for the 20-room vil­ 
la and estate above the lakeside resort 
of Vevey. It has more than doubled in 
value since then. When he bought 
it, 
< haplin had just begun a voluntary ex­ 
ile from the United States, his home 
and scene of his greatest success for 
more than 40 years although he had al­ 
ways retained his British citizenship. 
His exile began without warning. He 
and his wife and children had sailed 
from New York to attend the London 
prem iere of his film , “ Lim elight,” in 
September, 1952, and while they were 
still at sea the U.S. Justice Department 
announced he would not be permitted 
to return without a hearing on charges 
of moral turpitude and communist sym ­ 
pathies. 


( haplin refused to face such a hear­ 
ing and gave up his re-entry permit. 
N evertheless in 1958 he surprised the U.S. 
governm ent by settling all American tax 
claim s against him for $425,000. He has 
several tim es flatly denied 
any 
com ­ 
munist or Russian sym pathies with the 
words, “I am a citizen of the world.”

It 
is bad news for Israel,

Much

was a postscript to the 
tim e when 
B r i t i s h 
Prime 
Minister David 
Lloyd George lost touch 
with the rails of real­ 
ity and got com pletely 
off them 
in 
the 
last Henry j 
Tay,or 
sad years of his titanic 
life. 
For the succession of treacheries 
began with a desert fighter named Hu- 
sein ibn 
AU, 
Britain’s 
first 
Arabian 
friend in World War I. 
Initially Husein looked like a young 
Arab noble, an heir to a vast strategic 
em pire larger than ail India, who prom ­ 
ised peace and tranquillity. He was very 
effective 
in 
the 
war 
and 
entitled 
to 
much British consideration in the peace. 
Husein, however, decided to be a dom ­ 
inant power throughout the Middle E ast, 
in much the sam e pattern of N asser to­ 
day. To 
thwart 
this, 
Britain 
divided 
Arabia and put forward two of Husein’s 
sons as independent kings. These sons 
pledged them selves against the fulfill­ 
ment of his ambitions. 


But Britain had also m ade promises to 
H usein’s rival in the interests cf w ar­ 
tim e cooperation. This w as Ibn Saud, the 
grandfather of the currently kicked-out 
king. He hadn’t lifted a finger in the 
war. Hoping for the palm without pro­ 
viding its roots or risking the wind and 
the dust, he sim ply waited on the side­ 
lines and gained prom ises from London 
without com m itting h i m s e l f . Today’s 
Nehru, Tito, Sukarno, etc., are no inno­ 
vation. 
Ibn Saud called on Britain to m ake 
good her promises in the peace and Brit­ 
ain did so. Then in the local postwar 
wrangle Ibn Saud took over Husein’s pro- 
British movement and employed it to 
bargain with London and further advance 
him self. Britain had gone out on the 
end of a limb for Husein. Then England 
gave I bn Saud a saw and Ihn Saud 
sawed it off. 
Crown Prince F aisal, 
in turn, long 
M longer than his kingly brother and a 
fam iliar figure in Switzerland, typifies 
the endless palace and tribal infighting 
that has continued for generations and 
will continue (58 Saudi princes), no m at­ 
ter what. 
Moreover, this whole area where the 
sun was horn has been tumultouous for 
so long that enem ies’ rifles there are 
now thrust through m edieval loopholes 
<>i initially shaped to the measurement 
of crossbows. 


We face 
a 
s i m i l a r 
fundamental 
throughout much of the world. 
in the bongo, to cite another exam ple 
the nearly insurmountable problem Is to 
de fnbalize the individual in order to 
nationalize him. Usually the tribal at­ 
tachment is stronger than even the fara- 
i 
life. 


A remaking of human attitudes is tak- 
mg place. H ie global concept is grow- 
mg, blessings be. But “ m aking the world 
• 
P°acc.” “ the com m unity of na­ 
tions 
— these salutary words and ideas 
e sentially mean an interw eaving of lo­ 
cal situations. The m ajority of the people 
are full of quirks, tribal or national or 
religious prejudices, and as loaded as a 
Sat urn rocket with personal ambitions, 
they are charged in a dozen ways with 
fierce passions that date far back and 
give no consideration 
whatever to the 
world as a whole. 
The developm ent of freedom is itself 
a lopsided developm ent, just as is the de- 
\ olopmont of civilization as a whole, and 
the off-center elem ents within it have 
often been the very people who prompt­ 
ly acquired the power and riches of un­ 
speakable tyranny by pretending inter­ 
est in our struggle - about which they 
care not one whit. 
Bcfqre aiding any such nations with 
arm s we should make sure where they 
fit, if at all, in the defense against Sino- 
Sovict imperialism and whether they’re 
capable of 'sufficient resistance to mean 
anything decisive. This w e are not doing.

of the so-called 
underdeveloped 
countries we arm under our military 
assistance program are much more in­ 
terested in fighting som e neighbor than 
in protecting the world against either 
Red China or the Soviet Union.

It’s true that stretch gar­ 
ments simplify sizing, but false 
that they come in only one 
size for everybody. The idea 
of stretch is not to provide a 
skin-tight fit, but to create 
clothes that move more eas­ 
ily with the body. Some of 
the newest stretch jackets, 
skirts and shorts are so far 
from skin - tight that their 
stretch factor is a “hidden” 
one—they look just like clothes 
made from conventional fab­ 
rics. The difference is in the 
way 
the 
stretch 
garments 
yield and then recover as the 


wearer bends, 
reaches, sits 
down or gets up. 
Many customers don't real­ 
ize that there are different 
types of stretch. Knit stretch 
fabrics made their appear­ 
ance some years ago in socks 
and the first stretch ski pants. 
But it’s 
the 
newer 
woven 
.stretch fabrics, some manu­ 
facturers call them “tailored 
stretch,” which are causing 
all the fashion furor. 


Tailored 
stretch, 
as 
tho 
name implies, is not restrict­ 
ed to casual outfits, but can 
be used in busness clothes and 
even for formal wear. Unlike 
some 
of 
the 
earlier 
knit 
stretch, it does not mold it­ 
self around the figure. In­ 
stead, it is woven with “con­ 
trolled extensibility,” the abil­ 
ity to “give” at knees, el­ 
bows 
and 
other 
points 
of 
strain, and then snap right 
back into shape. This flexibi­ 
lity means 
more than just 
comfort; because of it, tailor­ 
ed .stretch garments arc ex­ 
pected to wear longer than 
conventional clothes. 


What puts the stretch into 
stretch? Most woven stretch 
fabrics are blends of cotton, 
wool or some other traditional 
fiber with a textured nylon 
filament that has been twisted 
into a coil, then heat-set to 
retain its crimp, much like 
a woman’s permanet vavc! 
But unlike the lady’s tresses, 
the 
nylon 
never 
loses 
its 
“curl”. 
Under 
tension 
the 
coils expand, but spring back 
to the original crimp when r e ­ 
leased. 


Going broke keeping yourself in nylons? Here’s some sage ad­ 
vice from Lowell Wilkin, head of a leading hosiery firm. Watch 
out for hot ashes (left). They can send your stockings to the 
hosiery graveyard in a hurry. Turn your ring toward the palm 
of your hand if you can’t remove it when examining nylons (top 
inset). Diamonds may be a girl’s best friend, but they’re not on 
speaking terms with your stockings. They catch and cause rips. 


For longer stocking life, make sure you fasten garters on the 
welt of the hose (lower inset), not below it. Another hint to the 
wise, today’s compact cars require a special technique for getting 
in and out if you want to avoid runs. Sit down in the driver’s seat 
with your legs outside the car (right). Then turn your body slow­ 
ly into driving position. This will keep snags at a minimum.

Just Routine 


Why aren’t all cans filled to 
the top? 
Each can of food you buy is 
backed by over fifty years of 
scientific research in heat pro­ 
cessing and sterilization. Be­ 
fore any food is packed into 
a can, the individual canner 
must consider painstakingly 
all aspects of the procedure. 
The amount of heat process­ 
ing the product requires will 
affect the shape of the con- 
fairer. Each can is actually 
a miniature “pressure cook­ 
er.” Heat will penetrate to 
the center of a tall, thin con­ 
tainer 
faster than 
it 
will 
through a short, squat one. 
Headspace, the 
space 
in­ 
side between the top of the 
product and the top of the can, 
allows the food to expand dur­ 
ing cooking in the can. This 
headspace must be figured, if 
need be, to exact fractions, 
and the product and the can 
coordinated 
a c c o r d i n g ­ 
ly. Without the proper frac­ 
tion of headspace, metal cans 
would be 
permanently 
dis­ 
torted in processing, and the 
lids of glass jars would be 
forced off. Too much head­ 
space could result in discolor­ 
ation of food or the can inter­ 
ior. 
Precise measures are work­ 
ed out for the best possible 
reasons, to give the consumer 
the highest quality food in the 
best possible container. An ex­ 
ample taken 
from 
another 
profession 
also 
concerned 
with 
e x a c t 
measurement 
might serve. A quarter of an 
inch can make a decided dif­ 
ference in the fit of a tailor­ 
made garment. The canner’s 
Ii action of an ounce reflects 
a custom-tailored product.

Prompt treatment and the 
right method are important 
for removing s t a i n s from 
rugs and carpets. 
The quicker you treat a 
spot or stain, the less chance 
it has to damage the rug sur­ 
face. Remove solids with a 
dull knife and 
blot 
excess 
liquid with facial tissues or a 
clean unstarched cloth, then 
treat the spot. 
For most beverage stains, 
such as tea, coffee, alcohol, or 
carbonated 
beverage, 
treat 
first with clear water. Then 
sponge the stained 
surface 
with a solution of one tea­ 
spoon mild detergent to one 
cup lukewarm water. Rinse 
with clear water, blotting up 
excess moisture. 
lf stain remains after the 
detergent treatment, try one 
teaspoon white vinegar in one 
tablespoon lukewarm water. 
Rinse with clear water. 
Treat ice cream and milk 
stains with clear water and 
follow with a detergent solu­ 
tion to remove all trace of 
stain. Rinse with clear wa­ 
ter. 
For grease and fat stains, 
scrape off excess 
and 
blot 
with tissues. Sponge the area 
with a drycleaning solvent, 
such as carbon tetrachloride, 
to remove rest of the stain. 
Regardless of the t y p e 
stain, start treatment at out­ 
er edges and work toward 
the middle. This keeps the 
spot as small as possible. Riot 
up the solution; do not rub or 
brush vigorously or you may 
fuzz the rug surface and this 
could appear as a spot.

Wear shoes with snugly fit- 
ed heels or the rough lining 
will rub your stocking heel 
and break it. 
Make certain that you choose 
the correct foot length. If it’s 
too short, your toe will go 
through.

budget. Sit down on the seat 
with your legs outside the car 
and then turn your body slow­ 
ly into the driver’s seat.

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Miss Bucks Prefers Education To Modeling Career

“ ll was a dream come true. I was very, very 
happy. It was worth every bit of effort and I 
would gladly do it all over again.” 
Such were the comments 
of 
an 
attractive 
young lady who was once rebuffed and once suc­ 
cessful in her pursuit of an ambition. 
The commentator was Kathleen Ann Pagano, 
as she recalled her experiences as Miss Bucks 
County during the past year. With the time ap­ 
proaching when a new Miss Bucks County will 
be chosen, the reigning beauty queen also of­ 
fered a bit of timely encouragement to this year’s 
aspring contestants. 
Recuperating at her home, 3031 Mechanics­ 
ville Road, Bensalem Township, from injuries sus­ 
tained in an automobile accident in Miami, Fla., 
where she is a university student, the pert local 
beauty pointed to what she termed “a wonderful 
experience.” She said that tremendous social and 
personal advantages are to be gained by the girls 
in the contest even if they don't win the title— 
And Kathleen knows how this feels, too. 


Felt Cheated 


In the 1962 contest, the present Miss Bucks 
County wasn’t even runner-up and admits that 
at the time she felt a bit cheated. 
Her determination to win the title was re­ 
warded in a second try a year later and shortly 
after came the chance to make the big time in 
the modeling career she had thought about during 
the months of preparation for the various run­ 
off contests and state finals. 
During the state finals at West Chester, John 
Hoover, a photographer who lives in Levittown 
and works out of New York, saw Miss Pagano 
on television and interested her in modeling in 
New York City. 
She jumped a1 the chance to extend her work 
in modeling from the local assignments she had

taken before and during the contests, to the na­ 
tional scene. 
Appeared In Ads 


Working for the Candy Jones Agency and the 
Rice-McHugh Agency, Miss Pagano appeared in 
ads for Pepsi Cola, Columbia Records, American 
Airlines, Alcoa, Heinz Soup, and a num ber of 
other companies doing a nation-wide business. 
She could not recall all the magazines which 
carried advertisem ents in which she appeared but 
did recall an assignment she did for Life M aga­ 
zine and at least one other ad which Life car­ 
ried. Women’s Day and other national magazines 
also carried a number of the ads. 
Looking back over her modeling career, cut 
short by her own decision to follow what she con­ 
sidered a more important 
and 
more rewarding 
future, she said she quickly became disillusioned 
with modeling, even though she found her work to 
be quite rewarding financially and socially. 
“ I don’t, really mind giving up tin' title to the 
new winner,” Kathleen said. “I enjoyed myself 
and it was fun while it lasted but I feel that 
what I’m doing at Miami, furthering my educa­ 
tion, is so much more important and even more 
rewarding, in the long run, than a career as a 
model.” 
Many Invitations 


In addition to invitations to attend meetings of 
local service organizations, Kathleen made personal 
appearances at carnivals, fairs, and other com­ 
munity events. 
“ Modeling is not really a steady job,” she ad­ 
mitted, “and it takes a lot out of you. It really 
takes yeais and years to establish yourself and I 
didn’t think it worth the price.” 
Miss Pagano said that to be a model you have 
to give up your whole life and she was not willing 
to give up her education. 
After the novelty of modeling wore off (“ like 
anything new it was exciting at first’’) she decided 


to return to the University of Miami, because she 
was convinced her education was much more im­ 
portant and far more valuable. 


Time Hung Heavy 


She said that she found her modeling assign­ 
m ents interesting when she worked. At tim es she 
said she was extremely busy but, while waiting for 
assignments, she found time hanging heavy on her 
hands. 
At the time of being selected Miss Bucks Coun­ 
ty, Kathleen was a freshm an history m ajor at Mi­ 
am i and on one occasion flew back to Bucks County 
for one of the run-off contests. 
Though her sophomore year was cut short by 
the accident on February 22, she intends to return 
to the University next Septem ber to resum e her 
studies. 
When she returned she took a new major, 
psychology, because she was more interested in 
that subject. She is now thinking of taking sum m er 
courses to help make up for lost time. 


Something Special 


“The exciting life you enjoy after winning a 
beauty title just doesn’t happen to everyone. You 
feel you are someone special — and you are. Invi­ 
tations lo attend all sorts of meetings and events 
are constantly coming to you and you get to meet 
so many new and interesting people,” she said. 
The experience can benefit everyone and I 
would encourage every girl to try for the title. The 
self confidence you gain is a wonderful asset and 
even, if you are not a winner, you will rem em ber 
the work and the thrills all your life . . . 
“ And . . . . of coulee, if a girl really w ants to 
be a model, this can be a real threshold to that 
carer ’ and its many financial rewards. 
“ As for m e,” Miss Pagano said, “the best re­ 
ward was the Scholarship which enabled me to con­ 
tinue my studies. For me this was one of the best 
parts of being selected Miss Bucks County. But—I 
guess every gild would have her own rewards . . .”

‘Future’ Clubs Help Students Make

Whatever the opinion of many adults, there are 
scores of teenagers who do not spend their high 
school days solely in fun, frivolity, foolishness, and 
Beat Ie worship. 
They’re deeply concerned about what 
lies 
ahead. The answer for many of them is the future 
club — that ubiquitous creature, a fixture in most 
high schools, dedicated to helping a youngster ex­ 
plore career possibilities. 
Clubs such as Future Teachers of America, Fu­ 
ture Nurses, or Future Business Leaders are found 
in most county high schools. 
They’re not new, of course; but in many ways 
they’ve fallen on new characteristics. In an age 
when community pressures are exerted on a young­ 
ster to decide his future before he really knows 
what the word means, the clubs provide a means of 
exploration without pressure. 


Are Serious 


Club m em b er are serious, as revealed by the 
questions they ask in meetings. 
Future teachers want to know: 
“Howgran I earn the respect of my students?” 
“How can I present my subject in an interest­ 
ing fashion?” 
“Will I get tired teaching the same thing year 
after year?” 
Future nurses ask: 
“ How do you pick the hospitals for training?” 
“What is it like to get capped?” 
“Is nursing really like it’s shown on TV? 
At a recent Future Nurses meeting in Woodrow 
Wilson High School, Bristol Township, 35 girls en­ 
tered the cafeteria and got right down to business, 
supervised by school nurse, Mrs. Olga Kurek. 


Gave Reports 


One student reported on her visit to Chestnut 
Hill School of Nursing; another reported on a 
“Careers In Nursing" sem inar. 
The group discussed “ Future Nurses D ay,” 
May 15, for which graduates now in nursing school 
would be invited back. 
Mrs. Kurek announced that club members had 
been invited to an open house at Easton Hospital 
School of Nursing, May 5. 
“The purpose of our club,” Mrs. Kurek said 
later, “is to acquaint girls with the types of nursing 
and to help them realize that nursing really con­ 
sists of making sacrifices. I stress there is no 
glam or connected with it. Too many girls are in­ 
fluenced by TV and think they’re heading for a life 
of glam or and daily adventure.” 


Lots Of Work 


“That’s one thing I learned from the club,” 
Carol Adams, club president, interjected. “I had an 
idea that nursing was all glamor. But I’ve since 
learned there’s a lot of work to it.” 
Cindy Zaikoski, a three-year club veteran, said 
she always wanted to be a nurse, but, through club 


activities, she has begun to think about a nursii% 
career in one of the services. 
The club regularly visits m ilitary hospitals, and 
it was on such trips that Cindy began to think about 
service possibilities. 
I 
“Others, through our field trips and activities, 
learn that nursing is not for them ,’’ Mrs. Kurek addl­ 
ed. 
Many Activities 


The Future Teachers Club at Bensalem Higk 
School, under Mrs. Christina Smeltzer, includes^ 
among its activities, observation of elem entary’ 
classes, tutoring elem entary students, and viewing, 
then discussing, film case studies. 
One of its newest activities is a teachers’ aid*? 
program in which FTA members will assist in coe­ 
recting papers, entering m arks, taking atten d ­ 
ance, and sim ilar functions. 
Recently, club members heard case studies cit 
two retarded pupils. A discussion followed and tho 
questions flew right and left: “ How do you recogj- 
nize such students?” “ How do you cope with ther,r.i 
in class?” “How do you help them ?” 
“This discussion brought out the problems in* 
volved in special education,” Mrs. Smeltzer said^ 
“ I think the students got a better grasp of what they 
might have to cope with in teaching such pupils.”1 


Helped With Class 
I 


Lynne Harvey, a 12th grader who hopes to teach} 
special education classes, said she gained a lot from' 
the presentation as well as from other club activin 
ties along the sam e lines. On one club trip she ob-' 
served a special education class and helped work 
with it. 
“One thing I learned,” Lynne said, “is that I 
shouldn’t go into special education fresh out of col­ 
lege. It wouldn’t be fair to myself or the students.” 
Other club members offered comments about 
why they joined and what they hoped to learn about 
teaching. 
“ I didn’t know what to expect from teaching,” 
12th-grader, Joanne Baker, said. “In FTA I’ve 
learned a lot about methods and techniques. I also 
wanted to know if teachers wore really human. The 
club helps you get closer to teachers, and I learned 
they’re people just like everyone else.” 


Preparation 


Bill Prinsket, a junior who hopes to be a science 
teacher, wanted to know what preparation a 
teacher needs. 
‘I ’ve been concerned how children would react 
to me and how they would feel about m e,” Judy 
Petrick said. 
Rosemary Alexy said she wanted to learn about 
the responsibilities of teachers outside the class­ 
room. “I never realized they had so much outside 
work,” she said. 
In William Tennent High School, Johnsville, 
about 97 per cent of FTA graduates have enrolled 
in education in college. 
“Many of our members come to us intent on a

teaching career,” Mrs. Ruth Beatty, club advisor, 
said, “ but others are influenced in making up their 
minds by the club.” 


One of the most meaningful activities her club 
engages in, she said, is observation of teachers in 
action. 


“Members watch what goes on and they try to 
react, not as students, but as prospective teachers,” 
Mrs. Beatty commented. 


One of her club’s unique projects is a “profile” 
book containing short biographies of teachers in the 
school. It sells for $1 and helps finance other club 
activities. 
Apprenticeship 


What do graduates have to say about their club 
apprenticeship? 


Joanne Pancoast, a student nurse at Chestnut 
Hill Hospital School of Nursing, and a former m em ­ 
ber of Future Nurses at Woodrow Wilson, said the 
club “had a lot to do with my decision. 
“We used to talk about all kinds of things — 
especially about whether we really wanted to go into 
nursing. 


“The club makes a girl realize whether she’s

capable of getting into — and getting through — 
nursing school. Many girls join Future Nurses and 
don’t realize w hat’s in store. A lot are influenced 
by the publicity on TV. In the club they learn that, 
in order to get into nursing school, a girl must have 
the sam e capabilities and academ ic achievement 
needed for a regular college.” 


Clubs Growing 


Future clubs are now expanding into other 
areas. A high school in Lancaster has a Future 
Physicians Club, and Ken Pierce, principal of Del- 
haas High School, Bristol Township, says he would 
like to see such a club in his school. 


He said he’s found some interest through talk­ 
ing to students. If organized, the club would asso­ 
ciate itself with the Bucks County Medical Society. 
M embers would visit hospitals and might also go on 
house calls with physicians. 


Another possibility, Pierce said, is a Future 
Lawyers Club. 


“ Members would sit in on court sessions," 
Pierce said, “and would spend time in a law yer’s 
office. I think most professional people would be 
happy to have such youngsters.”
